^f^HE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
JL  City  of  Victoria  enacts  as  folloivs: — 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  amounts  mentioned  in 
By-Laws  Nos.  196  and  203,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  out  of  the  Municipal  revenue  for  the 
current  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  author- 
ized from  time  to  time  by  resolution  of  the  Council  of 
the  Corporation  as  are  set  forth  in  requisitions,  which 
have  been  properly  recommended  and  approved  and 
for  -which  warrants  have  been  authorized  by  the  Coun- 
cil to  be  issued  for  the  services  mentioned  in  the  State- 
ments lettered  I),  F,  and  G,  and  Votes  Nos.  17,  20, 
22,  24,  37  and  46,  respectively,  hereto  annexed  : Pro- 
vided that  before  making  the  payment  the  Auditor  has 
marked  his  initials  against  the  total  amount  of  the 
voucher  to  certify  to  its  correctness,  and  that  the 
Council  have  authorized  the  payment,  and  that  the 
sums  paid  and  authorized  are  not  in  each  case  in  the 
aggregate  in  excess  of  the  sum  named  in  the  above 
votes  and  statements.

HdtlREAS  it  is  expedient  to  pass  a by-law  for  the 
VV  construction  and  imi)rovement  of  sidewalks 
within  the  city  limits  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacti  d by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Kamloops  as  follows  ; — 

1.  Whenever  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  the  Coun- 
cil may,  by  resolution,  order  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  real  property  abutting  upon  any  street  to  con- 
struct a sidewalk  in  front  of  the  real  estate  so  owned 
by  them,  at  the  expense,  cost  and  charges  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  of  such  materials  as  are  usually  and 
customarily  used  in  this  city,  and  in  such  a manner, 
and  conforming  to  such  a grade,  and  to  be  completed 
within  such  a time,  as  may  be  expressed  in  the  resolu- 
tion ; Provided  that  upon  any  street  where  the 
general  grade  has  not  been  established  by  by-law,  the 
Council  may  authorize  a temporary  grade,  subject  to 
rectification  by  the  general  grade  when  established.  | 

2.  'The  Council  may  order  the  owner  or  owners  of' 
any  real  property  abutting  upon  any  street  to  alter  or 
repair  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  real  property  so 
owned  by  them,  at  the  expense,  cost  and  charges  of 
such  owner  or  owners,  and  to  conform  to  the  general 
grade  estaldished  by  by  law,  or  to  a temporai-y  grade 
as  provided  in  section  one  (1)  of  this  by-law. 

3.  The  Council  may  order  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  obstruction  upon,  or  projection  over,  any  sidewalk, 
to  remove  or  i-epair  the  same,  at  the  expense,  cost  and 
charges  of  such  owner  or  owners. 

4.  The  Council  may  order  the  owner  or  owners,  or 
occupant,  of  any  real  property  abutting  upon  any 
street  to  remove  the  snow,  ice  or  dirt,  or  any  obstruc- 
tion from  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  real  property  so 
owned  or  occupied  Ijy  them,  at  the  expense,  cost  and 
charges  of  such  owner  or  owners,  or  occupant.  In  the 
case  of  non-residents  or  vacant  property,  the  Council 


may  pcu'form  such  woi'k,  and  all  co.nts  and  charges  to 
be  added  to,  and  collected  with,  the  taxa^s  for  the 
municipal  year. 

In  tlm  (ivent  of  the  owimr  oi’  ovv  ners  oi'  occupant 
of  any  nail  projauty  abutting  upon  any  streid,  or  the 
owner  or  ow  net  s of  any  obstruction  or  lu  ojcction  as 
aforesaid,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with  any 
Older  or  resolution  matle  in  pursnance,  hereof,  the 
Council  may  proceed  to  carry  out  and  conipletc  the 
woi  k in  accordance  with  the  resolution  or  order,  ami 
collect  all  expense,  cost  and  charges  from  the  owner 
or  owners  or  ocenjiant  as  aforesaid  in  an^'  court  ot 
competent  jurisdiction. 

'I'his  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Citv  of  Kamloops  Siilewalk  Improvement  By-law, 
bStta.”

TTTHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for 

VV  the  election  of  a Reeve  and  Councillors  for 
the  Municipality  of  Spallumcheen  ; 

Tlierefore  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  of  the  Muni- 
cipality of  Spallumcheen  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1 . The  election  of  a Reeve  and  Councillors  for  the 
IMunicipality  of  Spallumcheen  shall  take  place  on  the

tho  use  of  Storcjti pi\s. 

1IHE  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  tho  City  of 
Vernon  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1 . All  real  ))roperty  owners,  tenants  or  occu])iers  in 
that  portion  of  the  City  of  Vernon  bounded  as  follows, 
tliat  is  to  say  : — On  the  east  by  Mara  Avenue,  on  the 
south  by  Long  Lake  Creek,  on  the  west  l)y  Girouard's 
Creek,  and  on  the  north  by  Fuller  Street,  shall  take 
tho  following  jirecautions  against  Hrc  : 

2.  Flvery  chimney  or  Hue  built  or  constructed  in  tlie 
City  within  the  above  defined  limits  shall  be  built  of 
brick  or  stone,  and  (he  walls  thereof  shall  be  not  less 
tbau  four  inces  in  thickness  exclusive  of  jilastering, 
and  the  top  thereof  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  from  any 
wood-work  of  any  building  or  adjoining  buildings,  .and 
every  such  chimney  shall  rise  at  least  two  feet  above 
ridge  of  the  house  or  building  in  which  same  shall  be, 
and  every  such  chimney  or  flue  shall  be  not  less  than 
thirty-two  (32)  sipiare  inches  in  area,  and  all  timber 
upon  which  a chimney  or  flue  rests  sh.all  be  at  least 
eight  inches  below  the  b.ase  of  .said  Hue  or  chimney, 
and  every  such  chimney  or  Hue  shall  be  so  constructed 
.as  to  admit  of  its  being  scraj)ed,  brushed  or  cleaned.

Stovepipes  jjrojecting  through  roofs 
or  outside  walls  will  not  be  allowed  to  be  erected,  and 
any  such  now  existing  must  be  forthwith  removed. 
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t.  'I'ho  [)ii)o  of  every  stove,  eliiimiey  or  liro-itliiee 
w itliiii  the  city  limits  iiforesaid  shall  he  »H)mliU!te(l  into 
a I'himney  of  hriek  or  stone,  anil  in  all  eases  where  a 
stoveiiipe  passes  throuj;h  the  wood-work  of  a huilding 
withiii  tin:  city  it  shall  he  separated  from  sneh  wood- 
work at  least  three  inches  hy  metal  or  other  incom- 
hnstihle  material,  and  all  pipes  from  stoves,  ovens  or 
furnaces  over  lifteen  feet  in  length  shall  he  seuiirely 
jointed,  and  when  necessary  for  safety  supported  and 
stayed  hy  wires,  and  no  person  shall  use  within  said 
city  Hunts  any  pipe  or  stoveiiipe  which  is  not  put  up 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section.
